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‘STILL REQUIRES 
IMPROVEMENT’ 

But Ofsted inspectors also praise areas of children’s services 


HARINGEY Council’s children’s services 
department is making progress but still 
“requires improvement”. 

That is the verdict of an Ofsted inspection, 
published on Friday, which ruled that the 
authority’s previously under-fire children’s social 
care unit is improving. 

The single inspection of “services for children 
in need of help and protection, children looked 
after and care leavers” as well as a “review of the 
effectiveness of the local safeguarding children 
board” took place between May 18 and June 11. 

Giving an overall rating of “requires improve¬ 
ment”, the government inspectorate said: “There 
are no widespread or serious failures that create 
or leave children being harmed or at risk of harm. 

“The welfare of looked-after children is safe¬ 
guarded and promoted. However, the authority is 
not yet delivering good protection and help and 
care for children, young people and families. 

“It is Ofsted’s expectation that, as a minimum, 
all children and young people receive good help, 
care and protection.” 

Citing reasons why the authority was given 
“requires improvement” across the board, the 
report said that “Haringey does not yet have a 
comprehensive and co-ordinated early help offer 
that meets the needs of children, young people

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and their families”. And it added: “The number of 
families receiving early help via the common 
assessment framework has remained low for the 
last three years.” 

While noting that Haringey’s children’s social 
care team had “significantly improved the 
number of initial child protection conferences 
held within 15 working days of the decision to 
undertake a child protection investigation”, 
Ofsted said that some children were still not 
“receiving coordinated help and support via a 
child protection plan as quickly as they should”. 

It noted that some youngsters referred to 
children’s social care services following concerns 
of chronic neglect “may not always receive 
timely or thorough assessments”. As a result, this 
has led to delays in dealing with their needs. 

The report also raised concerns about training 
and support for foster carers, said there was 
“insufficient understanding of the impact of risky 
behaviour in assessments and plans for older 
looked-after children” and noted that the average 
39 weeks taken to place youngsters with an adop¬ 
tive family was much higher than the recom¬ 
mended 26 weeks. 

It added that “some care leavers are not aware 
of their entitlements to financial support, or how 
to access the leaving care grant” and that the pro-

However, the report flagged up a number of 
positives, with inspectors impressed by the qual¬ 
ity of assessments and casework at Haringey and 
the commitment of front-line staff, whom they 
described as “motivated and positive about work¬ 
ing in Haringey”. Inspectors also said they were 
satisfied that the council’s new senior leadership 
team was leading improvements and had clear 
priorities for driving children’s services forward. 

Ann Waters, Haringey’s cabinet member for 
children, said: “We’re pleased that the inspectors 
highlighted a number of examples of good 
practice at Haringey and that their report recog¬ 
nises many of the improvements already made in 
our children’s services. 

“In particular we welcome the inspectors’ 
findings that we are making progress in our 
delivery of children’s services and are clear about 
our priorities, that most of our casework is of 
good quality and that the voice of the child 
clearly runs through most of our work. 

“I’m grateful to all of the staff in children’s ser¬ 
vices who have worked so hard to deliver 
improvements that will make a real difference to 
the lives of children in Haringey.”

Landlord starts legal fight 
over £500 licence scheme

A LANDLORD has launched a legal 
challenge against the council’s borough¬ 
wide compulsory licensing scheme. 

Constantinos Regas began proceedings 
in the Administrative Court two weeks 
ago for a judicial review of the decision 
by Enfield Council’s cabinet to introduce 
the scheme for all private landlords. 

Under the plans, known as additional 
and selective licensing, private land¬ 
lords will have to obtain a £500 five- 
year licence from the council for every 
property they own. 

In order to secure a licence, landlords 
have to ensure that sufficient health and 


safety measures are in place, as well as 
procedures to deal with antisocial 
behaviour and environmental crime. 

The council believes that drawing up a 
landlords’ register will also tackle poor 
standards of housing, overcrowding and 
missed rubbish collections. 

The rationale was previously chal¬ 
lenged by a group of landlords who 
made deputations to the cabinet after 
their petition opposing the plans 
gathered 1,860 signatures - but the 
scheme was approved in April and the 
decision was affirmed later that 
month by the council’s overview and 
scrutiny committee. 

Mr Regas, who rents out one property, 
said: “Like anyone applying for a 


judicial review, I am taking legal action 
as a last resort. My concerns have been 
ignored and the council has been 
uncooperative in providing information. 

“My sole purpose is to ask the 
Administrative Court to scrutinise the 
council to make sure that it is not 
abusing its powers.” 

The landlord is seeking to challenge 
the evidence on which the cabinet 
decision was taken, the legitimacy of 
the consultation process and the 
terms and conditions on which licences 
will be issued, which he describes 
as unreasonable. 

Mr Regas added: “I have repeatedly 
stated at council meetings that I consider 
good housing conditions to be a human 


right - but the idea that a majority of 
tenants are neighbours from hell or that 
most landlords are greedy people who 
rent out ‘beds in sheds’ is not supported 
by any data.” 

The council has vowed to “vigorously 
defend” the scheme. A spokeswoman 
said: “The scheme has been introduced 
to reduce antisocial behaviour in the 
borough and the council is vigorously 
defending the judicial review. It would 
be prejudicial to disclose the details of 
the council’s defence at this stage.” 

The first step in the proceedings is for 
Mr Regas to show that he has a good 
case and a sufficient interest in the 
matter. If the court agrees, a judicial 
review will follow.

NHS trust boss says a case for redevelopment will go before the board 
next week - but public will have to wait months to find about proposals

PATIENTS and residents will have to wait until 
November to see the first details of what the new 
Chase Farm Hospital is going to look like. 

But what is becoming clear is that the Royal 
Free Fondon NHS Foundation Trust, which took 
over the running of the hospital in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, and Barnet Hospital, earlier this month, 
is planning major changes. 

They include knocking down Chase Farm’s 
iconic clock tower and surrounding buildings and 
almost completely rebuilding facilities across a 
smaller site. 

Speaking after a meeting with councillors, 
health commissioners and MPs on Monday, the 
trust’s chief executive David Sloman told the 
Advertiser that a strategic outline case for the 
redevelopment of Chase Farm will be put before 
the trust board next week - but admitted that this 
document would not be made public. 

“We are still working through the scale and 
scope of the development,” he said. 

“The existing Chase Farm site is not fit for 
purpose, with buildings far apart and with many 



in a bad state of repair, and there are five 35-year- 
old oil boilers which are very inefficient. The 
capital investment will reduce revenue costs.” 

Asked whether existing services will be main¬ 
tained, Mr Sloman said: “All the services set out 
under the Barnet, Enfield and Haringey Clinical 
Strategy will form the clinical footprint for the 
development. We will redevelop the site in 
accordance with the strategy.” 

The Royal Free expects to submit a planning 


application to Enfield Council in November 
when further details will emerge. 

The trust will receive £263million in transitional 
funding over the next five years and has said that 
it will invest £100m in the Chase Farm site to 
modernise facilities - funded partly by the sale of 
land there. 

Andrew Panniker, director of capital and 
estates, said that the trust aimed to keep Chase 
Farm’s Highlands Wing and the multi-storey car 
park. Other than that, he admitted, it would be a 
“complete facelift”. 

Mr Sloman added: “There will be a proper 
consultation with stakeholders, staff and neigh¬ 
bours living near the hospital, in accordance with 
planning rules. 

“And we will be sitting down with clinicians 
and nurses to see what is the best possible way of 
organising all this.” 

The full business case for Chase Farm’s 
redevelopment will not be published until early in 
the summer next year. 

The trust is planning to start initial works next 
spring and the main building work in the summer 
of 2016. It expects the works to be completed by 
spring 2017.

THE trial of an Enfield man who admitted sup¬ 
plying class A drugs to undercover journalist 
Mazher Mahmood has collapsed after the 
judge threw out the case against his co-accused, 
singer Tulisa Contostavlos. 

The case against rapper Michael Coombs, 35, 
of Velocity Way, Enfield Fock, was dismissed 
by judge Alistair McCreath on Monday morning 
after he decided there was reason to believe the 
main prosecution witness had lied at an earlier 
hearing. 

The trial of 26-year-old Miss Contostavlos, 
Friern Barnet, got under way on Wednesday last 
week, two days after Mr Coombs had pleaded 
guilty, and after the singer’s legal team submitted 
several applications to have the case scrapped. 

Southwark Crown Court had heard evidence 
from Mr Mahmood, who carried out a sting for 
The Sun on Sunday in May last year. 

Jurors were told that the singer “swallowed 
completely” the story that Mr Mahmood was a 
film producer who wanted her to star in his next 
movie and she arranged to have drugs supplied 
as part of a “boys’ night out” in Fondon. 


But on Monday afternoon the former X Factor 
judge told journalists outside the court that 
she felt “justice had been done” after the case, 
which she described as a “horrific and disgust¬ 
ing entrapment”, was thrown out. 

She said: “I have never dealt or been involved 
in taking or dealing cocaine. This whole case was 
a horrific and disgusting entrapment by Mazher 
Mahmood and The Sun on Sunday newspaper. 

“Mahmood has been exposed by my lawyers 
openly lying to the judge and jury. 

“I told his long-standing driver that I am against 
drugs - this is the truth and it is clear that the 
driver was pressurised to change his statement. 

“Thankfully, these lies have been uncovered 
and justice has been done.” 

The former N-Dubz star said she was targeted 
“at a time when things were going badly for me”. 

She added: “I urge both the police to investi¬ 
gate Mazher Mahmood and his team and to put 
an end to his pursuit of sensational stories for 
commercial gain.” 

Mr Mahmood has been suspended from the 
newspaper pending an internal investigation. 
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Concerns as fourth 
pound store opens

WITH four bargain basement stores soon to be 
open for business in the same shopping mall in 
the east of the borough, a council finance 
chief has said it proves that despite government 
claims of economic recovery, families are still 
living in poverty. 

British chain store Poundworld will open its 
doors in Edmonton Green Shopping Centre 
tomorrow morning, offering direct rivalry to the 
99p Store, Poundland and Sam 99p. 

Admitting it is not ideal to have so many 
discount retailers packed into an area that 
council bosses have earmarked for regeneration, 
the local authority’s cabinet member for finance 
and Edmonton Green ward councillor Andrew 
Stafford said it was proof that economic hard¬ 
ships continue to be felt east of the A10. 

“In Edmonton, 61 per cent of children live 
below the poverty line and 60 per cent of pen¬ 
sioners live in poverty,” he told the Advertiser. 

“In real terms, people are worse off now than 
they were in 2010.” 

But Mr Stafford said that the arrival of 
another discount retailer in the mall is better than 
“rows of empty shops - that gives out the worst 
impression possible”. 

Tahsin Ibrahim, Enfield Business and Retailers’ 
Association town centre manager for Edmonton 
Green, admitted that shops such as Poundworld 
and Poundland did not bring “extra attraction” to 
Edmonton - an area to which business bosses 
and council chiefs are desperately trying to draw 
investment. 

“We want our town centres to be thriving and

another low price retail unit is not going to bring 
extra attraction to the town centres,” he said. 

“It is true, we’d like to see some household 
names and larger companies in the high street.” 

But Mr Ibrahim added that anything which 
provided any employment for the people of 
Edmonton should be welcomed. 

A Poundworld spokeswoman insisted that 
opening a discount shop in such close proximity 
to others was not a cynical means of exploiting 
low-income families. 

She stressed that the shop is “dedicated to 
helping local shoppers lower the cost of their 
weekly shop” and “we offer consistent value 
every day”, adding: “For many, without such 
shops, the cost of living would be a lot higher.” 

She also said that the main reason for the 
steady rise of discount shops across the country 
could be attributed to the fact that “people love a 
bargain” as shoppers were becoming “more and 
more savvy to prices”. 
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Mental health centre to 
close after cash runs out

A CRUSADING campaigner has 
pledged to do all in his power to 
keep open a centre that serves as a 
refuge for hundreds of vulnerable 
people every week. 

The Hanlon Centre, in Dysons 
Road, Upper Edmonton, was opened 
in 1986 as a refuge for people who 
suffer from mental health problems. 

It has supported refugees, young 
people and asylum seekers during 
the past three decades. 

However, it has now emerged that 
the centre will close with immediate 
effect due to a lack of funding. 

Bharat Patel, a volunteer handyman 
for the centre, says he refuses to let 
that happen. 

“The Hanlon Centre is like a 
home to me,” he told the Advertiser. 

“I first came here five years ago 
when I was suffering from depres¬ 
sion. I would just come and sit in the 
comer and not talk to anyone, I was 
just completely in my own world. 
But then slowly, bit by bit, I started 
coming out of my shell.” 

Now, Mr Patel is calling on the 
centre’s trustees to undertake a 
massive fundraising drive to keep 
it open. 

“There are three paid members of 
staff and they will lose their jobs,” 
said the campaigner. 




“Every day, about 50 
people come through the 
door - each week about 400 
people use this centre. What 
are all these people going to 
do if the centre closes?” 

Chairman of the committee 
of trustees Father Nigel 
Asbridge, who is the parish 
priest of St John the Evange¬ 
list church, which adjoins 
the centre, is adamant that 
with an outstanding debt of 
£20,000 and annual running 
costs of £100,000 there is 
simply no way that the centre 
can stay open. 

“We are going to use our 
reserves to pay off some of 
the debts and we are going 
to have to fully stop all out¬ 
goings,” said Mr Asbridge. 

“No one wants to give 
funding to a centre that is 

in debt and it is getting Petition: Bharat Patel won't let the centre close 

harder and harder to raise 
money through people like the 
National Lottery. 

“On top of that, the cuts to mental 
health services have hit us hard.” 

But with 150 names so far on his 
petition, Mr Bharat is determined to 
stop the centre vanishing from the 
lives of people who need it the most. 

He added: “As one of the centre’s 
users told me, ‘This place will close 
over my dead body’.”

Bringing management 
of council homes back 
in-house would save 
more than £500k a year

THE management of council homes is set to come back under 
the wings of the local authority, six years after it was taken 
over by an arms-length management organisation. 

Enfield Homes, which was set up by Enfield Council in 
April 2008 to manage its homes and to improve housing ser¬ 
vices, will be brought back in-house in April next year under 
proposals to go before the council’s cabinet tonight. 

The organisation, which is responsible for the management 
of more than 11,000 rented council homes and around 4,500 
leasehold properties, was set up to deliver the previous Labour 
government’s Decent Homes programme. 

That was aimed at bringing homes up to a minimum 
standard of being warm and weatherproof and having reason¬ 
ably modern facilities. 

But following a review in 2012, and with funds for the 
programme ending this financial year, a cabinet report by Ray 
James, director of health, housing and adult social care, 
recommends reintegrating the body back into the council. 

The move will save the authority more than £500,000 a year, 
according to the report. 


Ahead of tonight’s meeting Ahmet Oykener, cabinet 
member for housing, told the Advertiser. “After a review in 
2012 we actually extended the contract with Enfield Homes 
until March 2015. 

“Cabinet will have a new report in front of it and I will ask 
the cabinet if they will approve it. 

“With the end of the Decent Homes programme, its lifeline 
is ending and it will cost the council an additional £500,000 
more if things remain as they are, so there are savings to 
be made.” 

Following a consultation in 2012 tenants voted in favour of 
Enfield Homes remaining under arms-length control. 

However, leaseholders voted for the organisation to be 
brought back in-house and the council decided then to set the 
wheels of reintegration in motion. 

Edward Smith, Conservative spokesman for housing, said: 
“Tenants previously voted in favour of it remaining an Almo, 
which the council ignored. 

“On the other hand there will be savings and the council 
is trying to restructure the housing department, so that 
there is more tenant involvement, and we are all trying 
to make the new governance structure as responsive as 
possible.”

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Renewed appeal 
over 2010 death

DETECTIVES last night launched a fresh appeal 
into the unexplained death of a man in Palmers 
Green four years ago. 

The badly burned body of 53-year-old Kester 
David was discovered on July 7, 2010, under¬ 
neath the Broomfield Lane railway arch just 
behind a building belonging to Travis Perkins. 

A post-mortem revealed that he had died from 
burns and inhalation of fumes. 

In the years since the part-time bus driver’s 
death, the police have come under fire for botch¬ 
ing the original investigation which concluded 
that he had taken his own life. 

A report about the investigation found that the 
two Enfield officers who led the inquiry “failed 
in their duty” after they did not inspect crucial 
CCTV footage or analyse mobile phone data. 

These two areas of the investigation are now the 
focus of the renewed police appeal, which was 
featured on BBC TV’s Crimewatch programme 
last night and detectives are keen to trace a 
mobile phone belonging to the dead man. 

Mr David, from Wood Green, was seen on 
CCTV the night before his body was found just 
after 9pm entering the Texaco service station in 
Lordship Lane, Wood Green. 

He bought petrol in a jerry can, returned 20 
minutes later in his white Ford Transit van and 
put the fuel into it. 

About four hours later, at 3.23am, a black man 
is seen entering the forecourt of the same petrol 
station. He also bought a jerry can of petrol. 

At 3.55am, a man wearing the same clothing as

the man featured at 3.23am is seen on CCTV 
walking north along Green Lanes, towards 
Broomfield Lane. 

Mr David’s family have viewed the CCTV and 
say that this man is categorically not Kester. 

His mother, who is now 80, said: “When the 
detectives informed me that the burnt body of a 
bus driver had been found, the one thing I hoped 
in my heart was that he was already dead when he 
was set alight. 

“No mother should have to bury their child 
under such horrifying circumstances. I appeal to 
anyone out there who may have heard his cry for 
help or seen anything unusual on the night of July 
6-7, 2010, to come forward however small the 
information. 

“I am sure a third party was involved and they 
must be stopped from doing this again.”

I RECEIVED last week a copy 
of Conservative-run Bexley 
Council’s magazine. 

Bexley is a borough in 
south-east London - and a 
smaller one than Enfield. 

In the magazine was a page 
on the financial cuts it will have 
to make as a result of government 
cuts to its funding - £40million 
in this case. 

Barnet reports a need to save 
£70m over the next five years. 
Enfield, in the next three years, 
will need to find £60m as a 
result of government cuts and 
increased cost pressures. 

This is something that will 
be paralleled throughout the 
capital - we all have to make 
substantial savings. 

Over the summer, Enfield 
will start consulting on what 
our priorities should be. 

Our local Conservatives have 
a tendency to try to suggest our 
cuts are unique, and all because 
of local poor management.

Face the facts: cyclists 
spend less than drivers 



Two wheels or four? 
Our correspondent 
gives her opinion 


DAVID Hughes dismisses Helen 
Osman’s concerns about the negative 
impact of removal of on-street parking 
on retail in Palmers Green (Letters, 
Advertiser, July 17). 

Instead, he repeats the claim that 
“cyclists, and in particular pedestrians, 
are far more important to the retail 
economy because they are more 
numerous and spend more per person 
than drivers”. 

You know what they say about lies, 
damned lies and statistics? So, let’s nail 
this particular canard once and for all. 

The evidence comes from research 
conducted in Melbourne, Australia, 
that found that the space used to park 
one car can accommodate six bicycles. 

The research did not find that cyclists 
spend more than car drivers - cyclists 
spent $47 per hour compared to $65 
spent by motorists. In principle, yes, six 
cyclists spend more than one motorist. 

But contrary to Mr Hughes’ assertion, 
the author of the report concludes that 
the financial benefits of replacing car 
with bike parking only makes sense 
where people cycle - if car parking is 
replaced with bike parking which is 
then unoccupied, this will reduce the 


amount of expenditure derived from 
that public space. 

The report therefore points to the 
need to determine how many car 
parking spaces should be removed and 
replaced with bike parking. 

And it suggests - contrary to what the 
Enfield cycling lobby is intent on 
pushing through - that Melbourne 
replaces “two car spaces to begin with 
and see if demand then justifies more.”

So, before criticising a lack of evidence, 
make sure you understand the facts. 

And if you want evidence from a 
real-life experiment that took place in 
Enfield, recall the council’s actions to 
support retail following the riots. It 
made parking free on three Saturdays in 
December 2011. I don’t seem to recall 
anyone arguing then that removal of 
parking would be a better solution.

MORE selective amnesia from a 
Labour councillor, Achilleas Georgiou, 
referring to “savage cuts” (Letters, 
Advertiser, July 16).

It’s also worth keeping a 
diary and seeing if you have any patterns of behaviour, such as ‘treating’ yourself when you get 
home from work. If so, it is time to start to know these trigger points and break these habits. 

2) “Don’t use food as a treat or reward” 

As a child we can all probably remember being given some kind of food as a reward for being 
good or for eating our meals well. Perhaps you were also given chocolate / sweets as a treat on 
the way home from school? These are not good habits to have and you need to try and find a 
way to treat yourself, that doesn’t involve food. A luxurious bath / trip to cinema with friends 
for example. 

3) “Understand what discomfort food is” 

Being overweight can often make us feel unhappy and self-conscious about our appearance. If 
we don’t address these types of feelings, we’ll often reach for our chosen ‘comfort food’ (or as 
we should call it, discomfort food). Learn strategies that teach you to focus on what you are 
happy about with yourself instead. 

4) “Distract, don’t snack”

watch your favourite film or phone a friend. All will start to become second nature and take your 
attention away from eating. 

5) “Satisfaction Guaranteed?” 

Next time you find yourself reaching for that unwanted snack stop and think about it. If you eat 
it, will it really satisfy you or will it leave you feeling guilty? Try to focus on your weight loss 
goals to keep you on track - as good as that chocolate bar or packet of crisps might make you 
feel initially, think of the long term feelings of achievement you will feel after succeeding in 
your weight loss goal. 

6) “Size Matters!” 

I see many clients who put on weight at the lovely, warm and fuzzy start of a relationship. This 
is often due to women, in particular, relaxing in regard to what they eat and also matching 
portion sizes with their new partners. T hink carefully about portion sizes and whether you really 
need the all of the food that is put in front of you. 

7) “Stop eating when you are full” 

It sounds simple, I know! As a child we’re often asked to eat everything on our plates, as you 
grow up - you need to realise, you’re now an adult and you can make that call yourself. Learn 
what ‘being full’ really means and recognise those feelings.

A SECOND consultation will be carried out over 
hotly contested proposals for a controlled parking 
zone in a Southgate street, leaving residents divided. 

Parking surveyors are carrying out a new 
survey in Chelmsford Road and Enfield Council 
has confirmed it is likely to consult on an exten¬ 
sion of the existing CPZ in the area in September. 

That is less than a year after the authority 
abandoned plans to impose parking restrictions in 
some parts of the street. 

The news was welcomed by residents living in 
the western end of the road, which leads to busy 
Chase Side, close to the main Southgate shopping 
area, and where they say the situation is “worse 
than ever” due to commuters being able to park 
their cars unrestricted all day and parents 
dropping off their children at a nearby school 
and nursery. 

Leslie McClymont, 65, who lives at the western 
end of the road, said: “They have already done a 
consultation and found that most at our end were 
in favour of the scheme, so why do they have to 
consult again? Why can’t we move ahead to the 


stage where we discuss the terms of the CPZ? Ii 
seems like a waste of money. The situation is worse 
than ever and something needs to be done.” 

The last consultation cost the council £48,300. 
Residents at the eastern end said they were 
worried by the sight of parking surveyors, having 
successfully fought off the CPZ proposals last year 
Mike Webster, who led an action group againsi 
the plans, said the regulations were unnecessar> 
and that even introducing a CPZ in one part of the 
street would have an impact on the rest of the area 
He added: “We campaigned against it last yeai 
and now they are going to consult again. I cannoi 
believe they are spending council taxpayers’ 
money on something we do not want and do noi 
require. It is a total waste of council funds.” 

Chris Bond, the council’s cabinet member foi 
environment and community safety, said: “The 
response to the initial consultation was prett) 
much 50/50 for and against and there is a new 
block of flats in the road, so we believe there 
should be a new consultation. 

“I hope as many residents as possible gei 
involved in the process. There is very strong 
sentiment on both sides and we will listen to whai 
residents want.”

Speed limit set to be cut 
at scene of fatal collision 


TRAFFIC bosses in Enfield have 
confirmed plans to reduce the speed 
limit on a section of The Ridgeway 
where a young restaurant manager 
was killed in a car accident last year. 

Adem Mehmet died instantly 
from head injuries after his car 
swerved into the path of a 313 bus as 
it came around the bend outside St 
John’s Senior School in the early 
hours of August 24. 

At the time his parents Hulya and 
Mehmet Mehmet called for a review 
of safety measures on The Ridgeway 
between Botany Bay and the M25, 
where a national speed limit of 60 
miles per hour currently operates. 

Mrs Mehmet said: “We all got 
together and we laid flowers there 
and I said we needed to say some¬ 
thing to Enfield Council. 

“We were just standing there and 
the cars were speeding down the 
road and skidding. They were 
screeching their tyres. 

“It is a shame that it is coming 
from my Adem’s death, but I really 
feel something has to be done.” 

After an inquest earlier this month 
recorded a verdict that the 22-year- 
old’s death was the result of road 
traffic collision, officers from the 
serious collision investigation unit 
reviewed the section of road and 
recommended Enfield Council 
reduces the speed limit to 50mph. 

A police spokeswoman said that a 
two-week survey found that on 
average drivers came round the bend 
at speeds of between 41 and 43mph. 

However, the investigation also 
reviewed statistics which revealed 
there had been nine recorded 
collisions involving injuries on The

Ridgeway since 2013, including one 
fatal accident and another serious 
collision on the same bend as Mi 
Mehmet’s fatal crash. 

She said: “The council is propos¬ 
ing, with the full support of the 
Metropolitan Police, to reduce the 
speed limit to 50mph on the existing 
national speed limit sections of The 
Ridgeway. 

“This will be going to public con¬ 
sultation and is fully expected to be 
in place during this financial year.” 

Chris Bond, cabinet member foi 
environment, added: “I hope people 
will spare a thought for those whc 
have lost loved ones and help us 
make the road safer by accepting 
lower speed limits on this section o: 
The Ridgeway.”

JOBSEEKERS flocked to the 
first in a series of career clinics 
organised by a not-for-profit 
training group last week. 

About 20 jobhunters listened 
to the store manager and person¬ 
nel manager of the Ponders End 
branch of Tesco talk about 
working for the international 
company in a conference room 
at Enfield Business Centre, in 
Hertford Road, Enfield High¬ 
way, on Friday. 

The session, hosted by Enter¬ 
prise Enfield, allowed jobseek¬ 
ers to quiz the representatives 
about a number of issues. 

Employment figures have been 
recorded as rising nationally, but 
the mood of those present 
reflected the frustrations faced 
by the long-term unemployed. 

When one asked why the 
majority of jobs advertised were 
for part-time positions, store 
manager Paul McNulty insisted: 
“We cannot dictate our hours, 
the customers do that”. 

Despite Mr McNulty and HR 
manager Kelly Mavrides being 
limited in how much advice they 
could give jobseekers - beyond 
telling them to sign up to the 
Tesco careers website for 


alerts - at least one went away 
from the event spurred on to 
seek work at the company. 

Trained environmental and 
civil engineer Cornelia Silaghi, 
35, said: “I know they have 
bought a lot of land in order to 
build more stores and I think 
with my qualifications I could 
help them with projects like that. 

“Listening to the two 
managers speak today, I feel that 
Tesco could be a great company 
to work for - they seem to 
support their staff really well.” 

Nick Johnson, business enga¬ 
gement officer at Enterprise 
Enfield, chaired the clinic and 
told the Advertiser that the 
presentation was just the first 
step in a new strategy of getting 
major employers to provide 
targeted advice to jobseekers. 

He said this was a way of 
giving the borough’s unem¬ 
ployed a unique “way in” to 
working with some of the 
nation’s biggest companies. 

“Today was the first step. It is 
fantastic that they could give us 
an insight like this - and in the 
future with our series of career 
clinics we will be building on 
this knowledge with targeted 
workshops to help jobseekers 
secure work at these large 
employers,” added Mr Johnson.

A SCHOOLGIRL is starring in a film aimed at 
encouraging parents to carry out science 
experiments at home to rouse their children’s 
enthusiasm in the workings of the natural world. 

Six-year-old Mischa Lapuz, of Grove Gardens, 
Enfield Wash, and her parents Mei and Jason 
feature in Giant Bubbles, a short film showing 
how to carry out a science experiment involving 
giant bubbles, using only household objects to 
learn about pressure and forces. 

The film was commissioned by the Royal 
Institution of Great Britain as part of ExpeRi- 
mental: Bringing Science Home, a series of ten 
films aimed at encouraging parents to carry out 
exciting yet simple science activities at home 
over the school holidays. 

Mischa, who goes to Eastfield Primary 
School, in Eastfield Road, said: “I enjoyed 
playing with and testing how to make bubbles 
with different shaped and sized holes. 

“I learnt that the bubbles got bigger when the 
hole I blew through got bigger and was really 
surprised that no matter what shape I used, all 
bubbles made a sphere shape. 

“I had a great time making huge bubbles using 
a baking tin and then making even bigger bubbles 
with string, a key and two wooden spoons.” 

Physics teacher and film-maker Alom Shaha, 
who produced ExpeRimental, said the project 
aims to create a library of films suited to families 
of different cultures. 

He said: “We want to eventually create a 
library of films that meet the needs of families 
from different cultures, those where English is

A SHOP that has been slowly decaying for more 
than a decade will soon be swept free of cobwebs 
and rid of its eerie silence. 

The landmark George Moore Menswear shop 
in Myddleton Road, Bowes Park, has been left 
exactly as it was since the son of founder George 
closed the doors in the late 1990s. 

However, the shop, which features a display of 
men’s Y-fronts which are alarmingly stained with 
mould and suffering from sun damage, has been 
bought by musician Nick Holywell-Walker, who 
is planning to transform it into a community 
asset as well as a family home. 

After many years of the shop attracting strange 
stares and causing shivers down the spines of 
passers-by, former Killing Joke member Nick said 
he was determined to put the space to good use. 

“We want to turn it into something that would 
be lovely for the community - we were thinking 
about maybe a bakery or somewhere new 
businesses can rent out the space to turn it into a 
rotating pop-up shop venue,” he said. 

But Nick admits it is no mean feat sweeping 
away the remnants of the ancient menswear 
collection, which he says is in a severe state of 
decay after stagnating for so long in the window. 

“We really have our work cut out,” he added. 
“It is a very full-on building and realistically I 
think we have about two years’ work ahead of us.” 

However, rather than letting that daunting 
prospect put him and his musician wife Haley 
Glennie-Smith off the project, Nick said that they 
were relishing the challenge of transforming the 
dark and dusty shop into something the street 
could be proud of. 

But Nick said he was not quite sure what to do 
about the now iconic window display. 


“We feel that a lot of people seem to be quite 
attached to the history of the window display 
and we do not want to just disregard people’s 
attachment to it,” he admitted. 

The new owner said that although many of the 
clothes were quite “mouldy” and were starting to 
disintegrate, he was hoping the local community 


would come up with some ideas on how they 
could be preserved, or how to pay homage to the 
strange piece of history.

ORGANISERS of an Edmonton theatre 
and music festival are hoping to revive the 
area’s cultural golden days this weekend.

Improvements to overall refinement 
have resulted in a quieter cabin, while there is 
more standard and optional kit available. 

Kia has followed the trend for the inclusion of 
smarter safety technology, such as blind spot 
and lane departure warning kit.

SOLDADO HOPING TO 
MAKE A BIG IMPACT

ROBERTO SOLDADO is opti¬ 
mistic that he will make a signif¬ 
icant impact at Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur next season after enduring a 
difficult first year with the club. 

The Spanish international 
striker arrived at Spurs from 
Valencia in a big money move 
last summer, but struggled to 
adapt to life in the Premier 
League and only managed to 
score six league goals - losing 
his place in the side to Emman¬ 
uel Adebayor during the later 
stages of the campaign. 

But Soldado firmly believes 
that he can make his mark under 
new head coach Mauricio 
Pochettino, and he was on target 
from the spot when Tottenham 
launched their pre-season tour 
of North America by drawing 3-3 
with the Seattle Sounders on 
Saturday. 

“The goal was important for 
my confidence,” he said. “We all 
want to score, but the most 
important thing is the work for 
the team. 

“It’s all about learning how the 
head coach wants us to play and 
physical preparation, and it was 
good to start pre-season with 
this game. 

“I want to work hard for the 
team, I believe in the team and 
the head coach, and I think it's 


positive for us to have a great 
season.” 

Meanwhile, Pochettino has set 
his sights on leading Spurs to 
the Premier League title during 
his time at White Hart Lane. 

The ambitious Argentinian 
has taken charge of the club 
following a successful spell at 
Southampton, and he feels that 
everything is in place for Totten¬ 
ham to challenge for major 
honours. 

“All managers want the best 
and want to be the best,” he said. 
“I knew from the first day I came 
here that Spurs are a big club. 

“My challenge is to win the 
Premier League eventually. This 
is our goal, to win the title one 
day. 

“Our target at the moment is 
to provide a team capable of cre¬ 
ating our philosophy on the pitch. 
We have an unbelievable squad 
with some unbelievable players. 
We need to work to get the 
players ready to start the season 
playing with our philosophy.” 

Spurs are believed to be clos¬ 
ing in on making their first sign¬ 
ings of the summer, with goal¬ 
keeper Michel Vorm and left- 
back Ben Davies both expected 
to join the club from Swansea. 

However, Pochettino has 
warned that he is not expecting 
many new faces to join the club 
before the transfer window shuts 
at the end of August - in stark

contrast to last year when seven 
signings were made to offset the 
departure of Gareth Bale. 

“We have a very good and big 
squad,” he added. “Last summer 


the club made a big effort during 
the window and I believe in 
these players. We are always 
looking to improve, but we don’t 
expect big change. 


“This is a different club to 
Southampton. Tottenham is a 
bigger club and we need to win, 
but not only win, we need to cre¬ 
ate a good philosophy. Our phi¬ 


losophy is exciting football, 
pressing attacking football. This 
is our target for the moment. 
During the season other targets 
will come.” 


Adeoye secures a morale-boosting victory 


MARGARET ADEOYE insists 
that she is raring to go at the 
Commonwealth Games after 
recording a morale-boosting vic¬ 
tory in the Sainsbury’s Anniver¬ 
sary Games.

She said: “I don’t quite remem¬ 
ber the race, I just remember 
working to the line as I could see 
it was a close one and Bianca was 
really working. 

“I was using this for speed 
because the Commonwealths are 
coming up and I have the 400m. 
My coach [Linford Christie] tells 
me I should be confident going 
into it, but I am just battling with 
my speed. 

“I am just not feeling as rapid as 
I used to. I wasn’t that quick to start 
with, but I feel even slower now. 
But my coach got me out there for 


confidence reasons and speed 
work. I have been really consistent 
this season, which is good. 

“The Commonwealth Games is 
going to be very challenging for 
me - it is going to be completely 
different from the 200m.” 

Adeoye added: “I have run 
quite a few 400m, but I still have 
not got it right. I have either gone 
off too slow, too fast or messed it 
all up. 

“So I am just hoping I can get it 
all right because I am in good 
shape and I haven’t been able to 
get it out yet, but hopefully I can 
at the right time.”
